LndHs Ready to Prasiit DIs- 


innneit Proposal 


Trinidad, Colo., May 7.—This was 


the day set by the leaders of the strik 
Ing coal miiiets for their promised 
presentation of the disarmament pro 
pofcttt to their men. 


At two mass meetings—one at the 


Ban Rafael colony and another at 
SUrkville—the leaders had agreed to 
urge the miners to deliver up their 
Rons to the officers designated by 
Colonel James Lockett, commanding 
the federal forces in the Colorado coal 
•trlke district. 


Toe strike leaders, however, made It 


emphatic that they claimed no authori- 
ty to compel the men to give up their 
•rmti. It is the theory of the union 
th'ut the rifles and revolvers belong to 
the men who carry them and that the 
organization has no power by wbkh 
It <-an force them to give them to the 
tJnlted States army officers or any- 
body else.

Panuco Oil District. 


In the Panuco field, twenty-five or 


thirty miles by road from Tarnplco, he 
said. Is the Dutch Shell well, flowing 
fluvDOO barrels a (lay and capable of six 
times that production with the valve 
opened full. In the Immediate vicinity 
there are 2,000,000 barrels of oil In 
«peu storage. Not far away the Bow- 
aer-8imms well Is flowing 30.000 bar- 
rels and that of the Texas company, 
opposite tbe city of Panuco. 18,000 bar- 
rels a day. 
Along the Toplla river, which emp- 


ties Into tbe Panuco river at Toplla. 
are big producers.

the southern Pacific group of wells 
Flanking the river bnnks are fields of 
05,000 barrel steel tanks tilled with oil, 
nod the Painioo river Is congested with 
barges carrying oil to the const. 


Ignition of any one of tbe great 


carthenwork oil holders would, it is 
pointed out, start a conflagration the 
cost and consequences of which are 
incalculable. The Pannco river, flow- 
ing at five to seven miles an hour, 
•would become a seething stream of 


s^ flame, increasing as it enveloped stor- 


age tanks along the river. 


Msnacs to Fusl Oil Supply. 


It is estimated that in storage and 


on barges there are 5,000,000 barrels 
of oil, nil doomed to probable destruc- 
tion should the torch be applied. To 
this would be added the flow from 
adjacent wells and the destruction of 
much of the greatest oil field In the 
world is counted a» among tbe possi- 
bilities, wiping out the chief source 
of fuel oil supply.

The Standard Is si>endlnfr 
$1,000.000 in constructing a pipe line 
to the sea. 
In the Ebiino field, north of Panuco, 


to a group of wells on the line of the 
National railway, under protection of 
a detachment of Huerta's troops. A* 
this road extends from Tamplco t3 
Mexico City, the Ebano district Is re- 
garded by oil capital as a strategic 
point for an army of Invasion.

Qnr last lesson was concerning a 


young man who wasted bis father's 
substance in riotous living (Luke xv, 13). 
Pfow we read of a steward who wasted 
bis master's goods. 


We are all stewards of Him who giv- 


eth us life .and breath and all things; 
n whom we live and move and have 
our being; In whose hand our breath Is 
and -whose are all our ways; who giv- 
eth richly all things to enjoy. (Acts 
xvii, 25, 28; Dan. v, 23;.I Tim. vi, 17). 
We are either good stewards, using His 
gifts for others as well as ourselves, or 
we are selfish, using all things for our- 
selvesonly. Tbe rich man of Hex t week's 
lesson, we will Bnd, was unbelieving 
and selfish. The rich man of chapter xli. 
lft-20, was thoroughly selfish and fool- 
ish-. The rich young ruler of chapter 
xvlil, 23, was also more Interested in 
his riches than in a proper use of them, 
and in that connection our Lord said 
that riches sometimes hindered a man 
from entering the kingdom. It is not 
always so, for Zacchens was rich and 
Joseph of Arimathea (Lube xix, 2 9; 
Matt, xxvll, 57), as also were Abraham! 
Isaac and Jacob, David and others. 


Money is not necessarily evil, but it 


Is written, "The love of money Is the 
root of all evil," and it is better to fol 
low after rigbteousnness. godliness, 
raitb, love, patience, meekness (I Tim. 
v!, 10,11). This present world or age is 
evil, it lieth in the wicked one, tbe 
devil is its god, its friendship is en- 
mity with God, we are not to be con- 
formed to It, for we are not of It (Gal 
i, 4; I John v, 19; ii cor. Iv, 4; Jaa IT 
4; Bom. xil, 2; John xvii, 14, 10). There- 
fore we cannot serve God and Mam- 
mon, or riches, bnt we can make good 
nse of Mammon and use this world 
without abusing it (verses 9, 13>. 


As to this unjust steward whom onr 


Lord uses as an Illustration, he was 
found guilty of defrauding his em- 
ployer and was told that he must lose 
his situation. He at once set about pro- 
viding for himself when be would be 
no longer steward by cutting down the 
indebtedness of all his lord's debtors, 
thus laying them under obligation to 
him to befriend him when be would 
have no employment He was such a 
dishonest fellow that he did not care 
how much be robbed his'master If be 
could only provide for himself. His 
master commended his shrewdness In 
thus providing for his future, even 
though it was nt further cost to him- 
self. Onr Lord did not speak well of 
him, for He would not justify a wron-* 
transaction, but He did say that this 
bad mau wus wiser in his' way than 
those who made no provision for their 
future In the world to come. 


I have often been asked bow our 


Lord could commend this unjust man 
and his sin. Our Lord did not com- 
mend him; it WHH his own lord, or mas- 
ter, who told Ijlin. virtually, tliat be 
was u clever rascal In providing for his 
future In fhis frninliiu-iit way.

Accidentally or Dslibsratsly Sst In 
Petroleum Districts Would Cost Mil- 
lions Upon Millions of Dollars. 
Unless the United States shall rush 


troops to the oil fields of Mexico, It haa 
been represented to tbe state depart- 
ment at Washington by local and other 
interests, a conflagration such ax has 
never been recorded in the world's his- 
tory is not Improbable. 


The situation as It is believed to ex- 
ist has been laid before Secretary Bry- 
an by representatives of Mexican oil 
Interests In Philadelphia, New York, 
Boston and Chicago. 
What might 


happen if through carelessness or in 
retaliation a match be applied to any 
one of a number of veritable lakes of 
oil la made clear, says the Philadelphia 
Ledger, by a person having large In- 
terests in Mexico. 


Panuco Oil District. 


In the Panuco field, twenty-five or 


thirty miles by road from Tarnplco, he 
said. Is the Dutch Shell well, flowing 
fluvDOO barrels a (lay and capable of six 
times that production with the valve 
opened full. In the Immediate vicinity 
there are 2,000,000 barrels of oil In 
«peu storage. Not far away the Bow- 
aer-8imms well Is flowing 30.000 bar- 
rels and that of the Texas company, 
opposite tbe city of Panuco.

Msnacs to Fusl Oil Supply. 


It is estimated that in storage and 


on barges there are 5,000,000 barrels 
of oil, nil doomed to probable destruc- 
tion should the torch be applied.

Money is not necessarily evil, but it 


Is written, "The love of money Is the 
root of all evil," and it is better to fol 
low after rigbteousnness. godliness, 
raitb, love, patience, meekness (I Tim. 
v!, 10,11). This present world or age is 
evil, it lieth in the wicked one, tbe 
devil is its god, its friendship is en- 
mity with God, we are not to be con- 
formed to It, for we are not of It (Gal 
i, 4; I John v, 19; ii cor. Iv, 4; Jaa IT 
4; Bom. xil, 2; John xvii, 14, 10). There- 
fore we cannot serve God and Mam- 
mon, or riches, bnt we can make good 
nse of Mammon and use this world 
without abusing it (verses 9, 13>. 


As to this unjust steward whom onr 


Lord uses as an Illustration, he was 
found guilty of defrauding his em- 
ployer and was told that he must lose 
his situation. He at once set about pro- 
viding for himself when be would be 
no longer steward by cutting down the 
indebtedness of all his lord's debtors, 
thus laying them under obligation to 
him to befriend him when be would 
have no employment He was such a 
dishonest fellow that he did not care 
how much be robbed his'master If be 
could only provide for himself. His 
master commended his shrewdness In 
thus providing for his future, even 
though it was nt further cost to him- 
self. Onr Lord did not speak well of 
him, for He would not justify a wron-* 
transaction, but He did say that this 
bad mau wus wiser in his' way than 
those who made no provision for their 
future In the world to come. 


I have often been asked bow our 


Lord could commend this unjust man 
and his sin. Our Lord did not com- 
mend him; it WHH his own lord, or mas- 
ter, who told Ijlin. virtually, tliat be 
was u clever rascal In providing for his 
future In fhis frninliiu-iit way.
